were wedded to the Dra ma of a ncient 
Greece, a nd the m a rria ge of these pro­ 
duced the I torna ntic Dra ma , of which 
wo ha ve 
Sha kespea re. 
In Greek 
dra ma the whole purpose is dra ma tic 
effect. 
in Sha kespea re, side by side 
with this, is the purpose of na rra ting 
the story. 
Sha kespea re's pla ys were

a cted—never rea d.

yea rs a fter his dea th before they were 
colla ted. 
Phis a ge bridged over the 
period between ca tholic a nd

March 5th, to a friend in Dixon: k now­ 
ing that it will be very interesting to 
the many friends of Mr. and Mrs. ( b a r­ 
ters to hear from them and to read the 
J ud ge ’s pleasing recital of some of 
their sight-seeings: 
After stating that they have recent­ 
ly been spending a few days in Paris, 
the Judge says: 
“ By a wonderfully 
fortunate accident Mrs. Charters met 
Mr. F. A. Watson in Paris as she was 
tak ing a stroll one morning on the 
Avenue de F O pc ra —they had arrived 
from Rome on the evening before. W e 
had a very pleasant reunion. 
Mrs. 
Watson and Mrs. Sam Watson were 
with him in Paris. W e are now on our 
way to the Riviera, which is the fash­ 
ionable spring resort of all the' English 
people and where many Americans al­ 
so visit. 
W e go from Maiseilles to 
Cannes, Nice, Mentone, Monte Carlo, 
Pisa, Genoa, 
Rome and 
Naples and 
will return to Paris by the way of 
Florence, Venice, Milan, the Italian 
lak es, through Switzerland and from 
t he r e t o Paris. 
We will return to 
England in May, and during the sum­ 


m e r we will visit Ireland, Scotland and 
the lak e country of England and per­ 
haps about September will return to 
our old home in the “ land of the free 
and the home of the brave.”

crowding all the streets and boule­ 
vards, and the wonderful

procession, together constituted a pan­ 
orama which beggars all description. 
One of the many fioats in the proces­ 
sion consisted of a large ca r Jon which 
was an immense whale. 
A photogra­ 
pher wa- directing his apparatus with 
the Romtgen rays upon it and Jonah 
was discovered in its belly entertaining 
himself very pleasantly in conversation 
with a handsome young 
lady . 
T he confetti are little circular disk s 
of paper of different colors, which are 
sold on the streets in sack fuls, and 
everybody, including men, women and 
children have these little bags and 
they pelt each other in the face with 
handfuls of it. and try to cram it down 
one's neck , and laugh and jok e about 
it all the time, and it is poured down 
from the upper windows of the houses 
upon those in the streets.

play and so much enthusiasm about it 
are indescribable.

ing morning it has all disappeared 
T he authorities have it all cleaned 
away during the night and Pari- look s 
as gay as a new pin. to have the same 
process repeated for the two remaining 
days.

The fact that there is what is known 
as the “ thumb eeiit« *r” in the brain, n v - 
ognized by all surgeons, demonstrates 
th« * immense importance attached to it 
by medical science.
